And therekoꝛe out otthe Care ofthe Common good, Whereof themſelues are 
alſo pa: ticipaut , Wee doc hereby admoniſh all our louing Subiects that haue votes in the 
Elettions, that Cgoiſe bee made of perſons appꝛoducd foꝛ their fincerityin Keligton, and not 
of any, that is noted either of ſuperſtutous blndueſſe one wap, oꝛ of turbulent humours another

Foꝛ Wee map well fozcſee, how ill effects the badchoiſe of vntit men may pꝛodute, if 
the Houſe ſhould bee ſupplyed with Bankrupts and neceſſitous perſons that may deſire long 
Parliaments foꝛ their pꝛiuate pꝛotettions, Oz with young and vnexperienced men that are 
not ripe and mature foꝛ ſo graue a Councell, Oꝛ with men ok meane qualities in themſelues, 
who may onely ſerue to applaud the opinion of others on whom they depend, O2 pet with cu⸗ 
rious and wꝛangling Lawyers, who map ſeeke reputation by ſtirring needlefle queſtions: But 
We wiſh all Our good Subietts ſo to vnderſtand theſe Our admonitions, as that wee no way 
meane to barre them of their lawfull freedome in election, accoꝛding to the fundamentall lawes 
and laudable cuſtome of this Our Ningdome and cſpectally in the times of good and ſetled go- 
nerument.
